EVOLUTION SWEEPING 
OVER MEXICAN REEUBLIC 


Three Hundred Federal 
Troops Reported to Have 
Joined the Revolutionists 


MANY STATES. SEE 


HEAVY FIGHTING 


———— 


Mexico City, Nov. 22.—Revolt has 
broken out in many states of Mexico, 
The most serious feature of the up- ; 
rising is the report that three hundred ! 
federal troops went over to the revo- 
lutionists\at Gomez Palacio, taking 
with them large quantities of arms 
and ammunition. It is practically cer. 
tain that there has been heavy fight- 
ing with enormous bloodshed. 

The territory affected spreads fan 
shaped from a point less than 100 
miles north west of the city of Mex- 
ico to the United States border. Jn 
addition fighting is reported in Pu- 
eblo, south-east of Mexico City, in 
the state of Vera Cruz, east of the 
Capital. 

According to advices received this 
morning, San Antonio, San Andres, 
Torresten ranch, Minaca, Jncinillas, 
Guerrero and the surrounding coun- 
try in the state of Chiguahua was tak- 
en by the revolutionists last night. 
They confiscated all the stores, mili- 
tary equipment and surrounded — all 
cattle and horses. Chihuahua is un- 
der martial law. 

Revolutionists Repulsed 
-It is reported that the revolutionists 
attacked the town of Parral in the 
state of Chihuahua at four this morn- 
ing and were repulsed with the loss 
of fifteen men. 

The last wire has been cut near Go- 
mez, Palacio. A train of soldiers dis- 
embarked at Jiminez, awaiting re-in- 
forcement® coming from the south. 
The town is poorly garrisoned and 
will fall unless re-inforcements arrive 
soon, Revolutionists surround the 
city. 

At Acambaro, state of Guanajuata, 
three men broke open the jail and 
freed the prisoners. They looted loan 
shops and confiscated all arms and 
ammunition. 

They went to the municipal palace 
and secured all the county — funds. 
They were met by troops at midnight 
and ina fight twenty were killed and 
eighty wounded. 

Toreen has been put under martiai 
law and business suspended. The el- 
ectric railway to Gomez, Palacto, was 
stopped and all people warned to keep 
indoors. Soldiers are now out, at- 
tempting to dislodge the revolution- 
ists from the hilltops. 

It is announced that two special 
trains from Mexico City reached Tor- 
reen carly this. morning, bringing a 
battalion of infantry and a battalion 
of cavalry. These forces will be dis- 
tributed along the northern frontier 
wherever needed. It is asserted the 
revolutionists have evacuated’ Gomez 
Palaci and gone towards San Pedro 
de las Golonas, state of Goahilo 

Seized Telegrapks 
Mexican government has de- 
clared a monopoly of all telegraph 
lines, both government and_ private, 
and no message can be transmitted 
except under government censor. 

Inspired reports of government vic- 
tories and insurgent defeats must 
hereafter be accepted with some ces- 
ervation.

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COMPLETE LAYING 
OF HEAVY STEEL 


Line From Calgary to Strathcona 
Will Soon Be Equipped 
Properly. 


NEWS NOTES OF ’'SCONA 


Delegates at Local Improvement 
Convention to Ask for Stated 
Grant for Roads. 


Strathcona, Nov, 22.—With barely 
three miles of track remaining to be 
Jaid the C. P. Ro construction gang 
under foreman Bassett started work 
yesterday morning in closing the last 
gap on the C. & FE. with heavy stecl. 
This last link of light steel extends 
only three miles out of the city and 
with this replaced by 85-pound rails 
the whole line between Strathcona 
and Caleary, a distance of 191 miles, 
will be equipped with the heavyweight 
metal. Two years ago this improve- 
nent was started by the C. P. R. and 
about half the distance between the 
two cities was laid with heavy rails 
before winter put a stop to operations. 
last spring work was resumed on the 
contract and the southern end of the 
line was finished several months ago, 
It was impossible, however, to com- 
plete the work from Ledue north at 
that time, owing to the scarcity of 85- 
pound rails. The supply was sent on 
some weeks since and the construction 

gang is now laying the last stretch of 
trac kage. 

This important improvement to the 
Co & K. wil prove a boon to gener ral 
traffic when the faster service is in- 
augurated, possibly some time early 
in the coming spring. About two 
hours will be clipped off the present 
seven and a half hour schedule in the 
Calgary run for passenger trains.

HOSPITAL WAS 
NOT NEGLIGENT 


After hearing all the evidence yes- 
terday in the suit brought by Mrs. 
Addie Barber against the Sisters of 
Misericordia, Chief Justice Harvey al- 
lowed the motion of C, C. McCaul for 
a dismissal of the case. “There is no 
evidence,” said Judge Harvey “of any 
negligence.” The only witness as to 
the patient's condition prior to the ac- 
cident denied that there was any trace 
of delirium. If I don’t accept his 
statement who else shall I believe? 
T can’t guess. I have, of course, Dr. 
Folinsbee’s evidence that there was 
no danger in the patient being left 
alone. This is the only point in the 
case; all else is immaterial It is per- 
fectly clear that there was no negli- 
gence. 

The witness referred to was Mr. 
Duffy, who was on duty at the Miseri- 
cordian the night of the acident on 
the third floor where Wm. Barber was 
confined. After giving him an ice- 
pack he Ieft the floor for a few mo- 
ments to telephone, and coming back 
found the patient gone and the win- 
dow open. The judge, however, de- 
cided that leaving a patient sleeping 
for a few minutes was not negligence 
so dismissed the case without costs.

RESOURCES OF THE NORTH 
NOT UNKNOWN 

According to the Calgary Albertan, which has been a consistent oppon- 
ent of a railroad to the north, the province would not be justified at the 
present time in undertaking construction of a road from Edmonton to 
Fort McMurray, giving as a reason that the resources of the country 
which the road is intended to develop are unknown.

Minerologists such as Dawson, McConnel, 
Ogilvie and Bell have examined the country and reported to the depart- 
ment. Botanists such as Macoun, agronomists of note, drillers like 
Fraser, and naturalists of international reputation have visited the country 
and have reported. Meteorological reports covering more than a quarter 
of a century are available in Ottawa, to the Albertan or anyone else. Hun- 
dreds of maps have been published, and Hon. Frank Oliver himself, now for 
some unaccountable reason one of the most strenuous opponents of a north 
and south road, was responsible for the production of a 100-page book 
entitled “Alberta’s Fertile Northland,” which is as complete a summary 
of the resources of the country as anyone might wish. Added to this 


there is the senate committee’s report with hundreds of pages setting outj 


in detail the resources of the country tapped by the northern system 
of waterways. 

These records are all official, and are vouched for by the government. 
They are not the reports of cursory observers or unattached (ravellers who 
have visited the north, and the men who wrote them had no motive for 
telling anything except the truth. 

With all such compiled information before it, it is a remarkable thing 
that a newspaper of the standing of the Albertan should undertake to state 
that the resources of the north country are unknown. No statement could 
be farther from correct and nothing could be said which would have a

Uprisings in Mexico which have for their basis a feeling against the 
United States portend a great deal more than appears on the surface. 
great financial interests of the United States have heen 


For years back the 
friendly to the Diaz administration and the Diaz administration has re- 


ciprocated by allowing concessions in mining and grazing lands, utility 
franchises, water powers and timber rights. 

Mexico, nominally a republic, is really an oligarchy, and Diaz a dictator. 
The policy which he has followed is unsatisfactory to a very large per- 
centage of intelligent Mexicans, but Diaz rules with an iron hand and the 
appearance of any opposition is the signal for prosecution and imprison- 
ment. The last man who accepted a nomination for the presidency was 
put in jail and kept there until after the travesty which is called an elec- 
tion in Mexico was concluded. 

Under these conditions a revolution would not be at all surprising and 
it is quite in line with the circumstances that the Mexicans would express 
their hatred first of the Yankees. Especially is this so of the more illiterate 
of the Mexicans, for the rubber and sisal plantation, in which actual slavery 
still exists, are very largely owned by companies having headquarters in 
United States. Mexican laborers who see their friends and members ot 
their own family dragged off to the hot regions of the south, to be worked 
or lashed to death that dividends may be paid to a United States company, 
are likely to ask few questions when they see a chance to avenge them 
selves and to them a revolution would come as an opportunity to exact a 
terrible tribute of revenge, not only from the officers of their own gov- 
ernment, but from the hated Americans as well. 

On the surface Mexico has appeared complacent for years, but down 
below there has been seething discontent, and the dispatch which tells of 
five hundred men shot probably marks the opening of a civil war.

There can not be another Tolstoi because Tolstoi himself, by his life 
and works, forced the reform of many of the conditions which furnished 
him with the stage setting which made him a great actor. 

‘But Russians, in the struggles for constitutional freedom, will remember 
him as the bravest of the brave, the most unselfish of men and a hero to 
whom future generations will be building monuments when the ashes of the 
present Czar are moldcring in a forgotten tomb.
